DISCOURSE DELIVERED BY F. J. LEE THURS- 
DAY EVENING AT THE BIBLE SCHOOL, 
ILLUSTRATED WITH CHART. 





I will read for a Seripture 
lesson before I proceed with the 
lecture: 

“Then I turned, and lifted up 
mine eyes, and looked, and be- 
hold a flying roll. 

And he said unto me, What 
seest thou? And I answered, I 
see a flying roll; the length 
thereof is twenty cubits, and 
the breadth thereof ten cubits. 
Then said he unto me, This 
is the curse that goeth forth 
face of the whole 
earth: for every one that steal- 
eth shall be cut off as on this 
side according to it; and every 
one that sweareth shall be cut 
off as on that side according to 
it. 

I will bring it forth, saith the 
Lord of hosts, and it shall en- 
ter into the house of the thief, 
and into the house of him that 
sweareth falsely by my name, 
and it shall remain in the midst 
of his house, and shall consume 
it with the timber thereof and 
the stones thereof. 

Then the angel that talked 
with me went forth, and said 
unto me, Lift up now thine eves, 
and see what is this that goeth 
forth. 

And I said, What is it? And 
he said, This is an ephah that 
goeth forth. He said moreover, 
This is their resemblance 
through all the earth. 

And, behold, there was lifted 
up a talent of lead: and this is 
a woman that sitteth in the 
midst of the ephah. 

And he said, This is wicked- 
ness. And he cast it into the 
midst of the ephah; and he cast 
the weight of lead upon the 
mouth thereof. 

Then lifted I up mine eyes, 
and looked, and, behold, there 
came out two women, and the 
wind was in their wings; for 
they had wings like the wings 
of-a stork: and they lifted up 
the ephah between the earth 
and heaven. 

Then said I to the angel 
that talked with me, Whither do 
these bear the ephah? 

And he said unto me, To 
build it an house in the land of 
Shinar: and it shall be estab- 
lished, and set there upon her 
own base.” 

This is reading of the 5th 
chapter of Zechariah, and this 
is the picture that I get in read- 
ing this, that is, a portion, the 
entire picture isn’t here. (points 
to chart). 

Now we will notice again, in 
Gen. 11:2, 4, “And the whole 
earth was of one language, and 
of one speech. 

And it came to pass, as they 
journeyed from the east, that 
they found a plain in the land 
of Shinar; and they dwelt there. 

And they said one to another, 
Go to, let us make brick, and 
burn them throughly. And 
they had brick for stone, and 
slime had they for morter. 

And they said, Go to, let us 
build us a city and a_ tower, 
whose top may reach unto 
heaven; and let us make us a 
name, lest we be scattered 
abroad upon the face of the 
whole earth.” 

Now we will go back to the 
5th chapter and commence but 
first we will notice the chart a 
little bit. Now here near the 
left hand end is what we will 
notice, the names above which 
is, Seth, Enos, Cainan, Maha- 
laleel, Jared, Enoch, Methuse- 
lah, and Lamech, these repre- 
sent the good side, the righteous 
side in other words, while these 
below, which are Cain, Enoch, 
Irad, Mehujael, Methusael, and 
Lamech, represent the worldly 
side. Now we will notice that 
there were two men by the 
name of Lamech, one on each 
side. This Lamech on _ the 
lower side or wordly side intro- 
duced the plurality of wives. 
Of course this didn’t come from 
the good side of the question. 
Having more wives than one, 
then is from the wordly side. 
There also is something else 
here that belongs to the wordly 
side, that is the sons of Lamech 
in their dealings. Jabel dealt 
in tents and cattle. Jubal dealt 
in harp§ and organs, and Tubal 
Cain was a dealer in iron and 
brass; all these as well as their 
father Lamech represented the 
wordly side of the question. - 

Now we will again notice the 
upper side, first this first name 
here (pointing to the chart) is 
Seth. The meaning of the name 


to Adam another son in his 
stead, so Adam called him Seth 
(in the place of). This we will 
refer to again if we don’t forget 
it. 

Now we will notice at this 
period (pointing to chart) the 
flood came, Noah and his fam- 
ily entered the ark and were 
safe, because the ark could not 
leak for it is said that the ark 
was lined within and without 
with pitch thus making it safe 
for those within. I notice in 
Scofield’s Bible that he says the 
same Greek word is used for 
pitch as is used for atonement, 
then with this expression in 
view we can readily see that the 
ark is a type of genuine salva- 
tion, the ark of safety, Jesus’ 
blood. Now this literal ark 
floating above the earth carry- 
ing its inmates is a type of how 
the saints shall be carried up 
above the tribulation by the 
Ark of Safety, the atoning 
blood of Jesus Christ. These 
men going down (pointing to 
the men beneath the ark on the 
chart) represent the destruction 
in the tribulation period, so it 
will be with all those who are 
not entirely housed in with the 
atoning blood they will go down 
in the tribulation, but those who 
are under the atoning blood to 
the extent that the Holy Ghost 
abides, will float in the air above 
the earth while the great tribu- 
lation is going on, other words 
they shall meet Jesus in the 
air, there they will be during the 
tribulation period. 


After the flood was over the 
waters moved back to a place as 
God had designed that they 
should, then a man came on the 
scene whose name was Nimrod. 
He with his followers said, “Go 
to, let us build us a city and a 
tower * * * and let us make us 
a name, lest we be scattered 
abroad upon the face of the 
whole earth? 

The thought is; they wanted 
to establish a name, 

I had been taught that Nim- 
rod built the tower that they 
might climb to the top and be 
safe if another flood should 
come, but here is what they 
wanted, they expected to estab- 
lish a name that would be her- 
alded forever and proclaimed to 
the world by that great monu- 
ment, the tower of Babel. 

Doubtless Satan inspired this 
thought in Nimrod as he knew 
God’s name was to be magnified 
above all names. We will now 
notice Exodus 3:15, as concern- 
ing God’s name. 

And God said moreover unto 
Moses, Thus shalt thou say unto 
the children of Israel, The Lord 
God of your fathers, the God of 
Abraham, the God of Isaac, and 
the God of Jacob, hath sent un- 
to you: this is my name forever; 
and this is my memorial unto all 
generations. His name is his 
memorial, then in order that the 
nations remember the Lord we 
must in some way have some- 
thing as a memorial. His name 
is to be held up through all gen- 
erations. There isn’t any won- 
der that He established the 
Church of God. In this, His 
name is held up to all genera- 
tions. 

In Hosea we will read chapter 
12: 4, 5, and see what he says 
on this subject. 

“Yea, he had power over the 
angel, and prevailed: he wept, 
and made _ supplication unto 
him: he found him in Bethel. 
and there he spoke with us. 

Even the Lord God of hosts: 
the Lord is his memorial.” 

This is where Jacob wrestled 
with the angel and would not 
let him go until he blessed him. 
By his continued holding on he 
received a_ blessing, his name 
was changed from Jacob to 
'srael, because he had proven
